2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

The present application relates to a tool and to a 
process for shaping a hollow profile by the inner high 
pressure shaping process, using a stamp according to the 
preamble of claims 1 and 8, the tool and process being 
delimited from document DE-A-197 33 477 (Dl) , which is 
cited on page 1 of the description. 



The subject matter of claims 1 and 8 differs from that 
prior art by the use of a cutting device for cutting a 
flange on the hollow profile, and whose cutting edge is 
adjustable transversely to the hollow profile, the stamp 
being arranged in such a way that, during stamping, it 
goes across and through a corresponding opening in the 
cutting device, according to the characterising part of 
these claims. 



The subjects of independent claims 1 and 8 thus meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2) for novelty. 



There is no precedent in the available prior art for the 
design solution as per claim 1, and for its use according 
to the process claim 8, which permit a rationalised 
manufacturing process. The subjects of claims 1 and 8
